Judge Will Steel this week hand 


ed down an opinion in the case 
of Bill McClcndon vs City of Hope, 
pending in Hempstcad 
Chancery 


Court, involving the sale of Bor 
cicn milk products here. 


In a lengthy 
written 
opinion, 


mailed to attorneys involved 
in. 
the suit, the judge ruled on several 
points of law raised in the litiga 
tion 


Among other things, tne dcci 


sion stated that McClcndon's pro 
ducts met all the qualifications of 
both the state and city and that he 
was enitled to continue to sell 
his products in Hope, unless and 
until his permit is revoked by the 
milk Inspector for just cause. 
The opinion stated that McClen 


don must pay the "processor 
of 


distributor" fee called for by the 
ordinance in questipn only on the 
amount of milk which he actually 
handles and sells in Hope and not 
upon the entire production of the 
Bordcn plant. 
The 
Court 
said 
that no difficulty was involved in 
separating that part of the finished 
product — 
bottled, 
pasteurized 


milk — which came to Hope from 
that which went elsewhere How' 
ever, with reference-' to the "pro 
ducers" or raw milk inspccton fees, 
the Court held that the City may 
legally collect such charges on all 
the milk received at the 
Borden 


plant in Texarkana because it was 
impossible to segregate the 
raw 


milk which will be sold elsewhere 
from that part which, when past 
eurized, will later come to Hope, as 
can be easily done in ths case of 
the finished or bottled milk. 
Ordinance No 644 was ruled a 


valid enactment of the City Coun 
cil and the 
opinion

it may be enforced subject to the 
provision of the Court's decree.

Panama, Nov. 26 — (UP) —Dr. 


Arnulfo Arias early today forced 
the resignations of the police chiefs 
who only 24 hours earlier had pro- 
claimed him Panama's third presi- 
dent in six days. 
His action was expected to si- 


lence most of the remaining op- 
position to his assumption of the 
presidency in one of the slickest 
bloodlelss coups in the nation's his- 
tory. 


Arias announced in a formal com- 


munique that police Chiefs Jose A. 
Remon, Bolivar Vallalrino and Sat- 
urnino Flores had "spontaneously" 
offered their resignations. 
But very reliable sources 
said 


that the three chiefs handed 
in 


their resignations only after Arias 
sent them an ultimatum thai he 
would resign i m m c d i ately and 
plunge the country again into chaos 
unless they quit 
There had been mounting crit- 


icism of the police — Panama's 
army — since they forced the res- 
gnation of President Dr. Daniel 
C'hanis Jr., at gunpoint last Sun- 
day and installed as his successor 
vice-president Roberto F. Chiari.
